The Consell^Cehlral National of UGEQ is hold- 
ing an emergency meeting this Wednesday to dis- 
cuss possible action in v/hat it has termed a crisis 
in the provincial loon situation.

Administration forces editors 
of Windsor paper to resign 



WINDSOR (CUP) - A Canadian 
University Press commission Invest. 
Igating allegations of censorship, 
coercion, and obscenity In thé 
Lance, the newspaper at the Uni- 
versity of Windsor, is due to re- 
lease Its report tonight or tomor- 
row. 

Lance co-editora John Lalor and 
Marian Johnstone resigned iuat Tuej- 




Last Friday Johnstone, who made 
the original decision to run the article, 
decided to come back as editor; Doyle 
resigned. 

Lalor told CUP lost night that he 
will go bock If the Board of Pub- 
lications supports him unequivocally. 
Lalor. and Johnstone -testified separ* 
ately before the commission; both 
said they did not want to provoke a 
confrontation with the administration. 

Lalor said he did not edit four 
letter words out of the paper be- 
couse "I don't deny anyone his mode 
of expression."

CALGARY (CUP) — A motion at a meeting of the Board of Trustée» 
of Mount Royal Junior College demanding a shut-down of the student 
newspaper, the Reflector, sparked an hour-long demonstration last 
Thursday at which close to 300 students attacked the Trustees, crying, 
"who the hell is that board to run Mount Royal anywoy?" 

Mount Royal's nrliiic iircslrtcnt, R.W. McCroady, had earlier told the 
students tliat tlic board was all-powerful, lie added, "there Is power In 
numbers, and If the student body got together, they could do almost any- 
thing." , 

The three hundred students voImI to support Reflector editor Allan 
Wilson If the bbard took any action against him. There were only three dis- 
senting voles. 

At the Hoard's Wednesday mpnllng, mrinher E.B. T.ylc presented the 
motion asking, "immediate action l»c taken to restore tlic respectability of 
oiir college new.spnpcr, the ReflMtor, and that acting president R. W. Mc- 
Crcady. bc Instructed; to take the necessary steps, or falling this, that pub-, 
llcatioh "be curtailed immediately." 

The motion arose from a controvcrHy at Mount Royal over the use of 
the word "shil" in an editorial and In a cartoon. 

The Board of Trustees tabled the mntiun, along witli a statement pre- 
sented by the Reflector's editorial board pending further developments. The 
statement said the paper Is bouiid by the Canadian University Press Code of 
Ethics.'

but they refused, saying the pa- 
per had a right to operate free 
from outside interference. 

In his letter of resignation to. 
SCAD, Lalor said ,he "Was not 
prepared to lef^ any "arbitrary 
committee" play with his life. 
He said he would not allow the 
committee to "roll up my future 
in a little ball and flush it down 
the toilet for the sake of eX' 
pediency." 

The Windsor Student Council 
has termed SCAD's'' action "un- 
necessary interference" which has 
undermined the student body. A 
statement from the Council says, 
"It is the belief of this Council 
that ' the university community 
as a whole has suffered irrepar- 
ably from the high-handed inter- 
ference of certain members of 
the community at large who have, 
without regard to the rights and 
prerogatives of a student gov- 
ernment to publish in the sole 
interest of its students, shackled 
the privileges of freedom of the 
press."

WATERLOO (CUP) - Waterloo Lutheran University students 
council and the campus newspaper hove called for a class 
boycott Wednesday to protest the firing of one professor 
and the non-renewal of the contract for another. 

Both teachen^aVe; been agitating at WLU for academic and 
social change.^TO^hlsve frequenUy criticized the administration 
and the faculty. 

According to WLU acting president Henry Endrcss, Gary 
Taylor, a psychology lecturer was fired because he was not "liv- 
ing, up to the accepted standards of the profession". 

Taylor says he was fired because "the administration decided 
to clean hntiRC, and myself and others were deemed to be un- 
clean and were purged from the 'House of Luther' in Waterloo". 

According to Toylor, Academic Vice-Principal Frank Peters 
said he was "academically incompetent," and that his behaviour 
had born deemed "unprofessional". 

Another professor, George Haggw^^if^tlje^poUUcal science 
department, has not been offered a coatraclfrcnewal.

Fekete was 
legaÙy>Ï!iïtitlcd to the award and it should 
reach his office by November 27 or legal 
action would ensue. 

A letter dated November 28 from the 
sorority's legal counsel informed Sheppard 
that the organization had been advised to 
give the money, though "it is doubtful if 
there is any legal liability to pay same". 
The cheque would arrive in the new year. 



The letter continued: "I should like 
however, at this time to point out that the 
position taken by Beta Sigma Phi in no way 
condones the lack of judgement on the part 
of your client in apparently being respon- 
sible for such an obscene distasteful ma- 
terial". 

Sheppard replied : "We acknowledge re- 
ceipt of your letter of November 28th 1067 
and while not accepting any of the state- 
ments it contains, we expect to receive at 
our offices, no later than Monday January 
8th, 10G8, a cheque to Mr. Fckete's order in 
the amount of $1,000."

Governors in his policy of 
trying to . make the university 
a total educational communi- 
ty. 

Four years ago, Dr. Malcolm 
Taylor resigned as U of C 
president to become president 
of the University of Victoria. 

In an editorial, the U of C 
Gauntlet drew an analogy 
between the two resignations: 
"Both men were more than 
capable at their Jobs and both 
men mot with opposition from 
the board of governors which 
was supposed to be fully be- 
hind them."

' This {ournal isn't the only one whose 
editors ore struck from above when four- 
letter words appear in print. The latest affair, 
detoiled on our front page, arose at the 
University of Windsor after the Lance print- 
ed "The Student as Nigger". 

The article itself is not spectacular, but 
Its reception at Windsor tends to bear out 
and add to the message it carries. It first 
appeared in an American journal, Indian 
Head. Then the Ubyssey and the georgion 
picked It up and from there the?lanee took 



it. No one complained until a Windsor 
Senate committee decided to make an Issue 
of it. 

Jerry Farber, the author of the article, 
soys that students are treated like slaves 
and hove hence come to behave like them. 
They are continually told what to do and 
they expect It. They don't think, act or live 
on their own, but only at the master's com- 
mond. And you don't get that degree unless 
you show you're willing to do It. 

"If you're a block rebel they can't 
exile you; they either have to intimidate 
you or kill you. But in high school or college, 
they con |ust bounce you out of the fold". 
That's what Farber said in the article. And 
that's what they're doing at Windsor, 




Nor Is this an isolated phenomenon. As 
Farber said, "What I'm frying to get at is 
that we're all more or less niggers and 
slaves, teachers and students alike. This is 
the fact you have to start with In trying to 
understand wider social phenomena, say 
politics, in our country and other countries." 

Students aren't treated as slaves only 
when they use words not found In most 
dictionaries. The natural relationship Is 
merely Intensified when the master's sense 
of righteousness has been ' offended. The 
student Is still "boy", but now he's whipped 
instead of cajoled. 

The same attitude which tells student 
editors what to print, tells students what 
to read, what to study, what to think. And 
it isn't confined to the Senate committee on 
Student Discipline, It's in the sub-committees 
on Academic Policy, In the library and in 
the classroom. 

Windsor Is not the same as McGIII be- 
cause two editors printed words which ore 
not considered social. They ore the some as 
most other North American universities be- 
cause they take away what individual 
growth one has and train men to passively 
accept orders instead of thinking. And reali- 
zation of the whole mess; Is liable to make 
you lie down and give up. 

But then as Farber soys : "You can't 
get away from it so you might as well stay 
and raise hell" tu«»', '

^Studenfps Nigger' 
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Shocking words proved true 



"The Student as Niaoer" appeared in the 
Lance at the University of Windsor on December 
1, 1967. As a result of that printing, the co- 
editors of the paper have Seen forced to resign 
their positions. It was a case of cither resign 
or he expelled. The following is a scries of ex- 
cerpts of that article with comment on it. 
\ 

"Students are niggers. When you get that 
straight, our schools begin to moke sense" 
— Jerry Farber, an English Lecturer at Call- 
fornia Stale. 

He v^roto an article and called It "Student 
as Nigger" and It got reprinted In a few 
college papers in the Slates and Canada. At 
Windsor, where the student really is that 
way, the Hunkies moved in and forced the 
resignations of the editors who had. printed 
the article. 

They objected lo the "Obscene smut" and 
threatened expulsions^^The)f{^erc the prin- 
cipal and ihei Senate Conmîltléè on Student 
Conduct, Activities and Discipline. 

The article Is a sweeping condemnation 
of university education where students are 
relegated to passive, often illiterate, and 
frightened consumers of the Word. ". . . they 
write like they've been lobofomlzed. But, 
Jesus, can they follow ordersi Freshmen come 
up to me with an essay and ask if I want it 
folded and whether their name should be In 
the upper right hand corner. And I want to 
cry and kiss them and caress their poor, tort- 
ured heads." 

This penetrative analysis pervades the 
two full pages of copy that the article con- 
sumes. Occasionally It strikes home even 
harder t "... in some high schools, If your 
skirt looks loo short, you have to kneel before 
the principal in a brief allegory of fellatio. 
If the hem doesn't reach the floor, you go 
home to change while he presumably, jacks 
off." 

■ i^AHA^Miy^dSCAD (committee on student 
conducttaelîvity^anâ discipline). And the axe 
is sharpened. But Farber is not content to let 
things lie at fellatio — he presses on. ". . . 
Others — including most of the 'good stu- 
dents' hove been more deeply brainwashed. 
They swallow the bullshit with greedy 
mouths." 

Read on, soys SCAD. Give them more 
rope. 

There is plenty of hemp around. "The 
teachers I know best ore college professors. 
Outside the classroom and taken as a group 
their most striking characteristic is timidity. 
They're short on bolls ... In California state 
colleges the faculties are screwed regularly 
and vigorously By the governor and legis- 
lature and yet they still won't offer any solid 
resistance. They lie flat on their stomachs 
with their pants down, mumbling catch- 
phrases like "professional dignity" and- 
"meanlngfut dialogue". 



And then we move to sex education. 
"What's missing from kindergarden lo grad- 
uate school, Is honest recognition of what's 
happening — turned-on awareness of what's 
underneath the petti-pants, the chinos and the 
flannels, it's not that sex needs to be push- 
ed in school; sex is pushed enough. But we 
should let it be, where it is and like it is. I 
don't insist that ladies in junior high school 
lovingly caress their students' cocks (some- 
day, maybe I; however, it is reasonable to 
ask that the ladies don't by example and 
stricture teach their students that they aren't 
there. As things stand now, students aire psy- 
chically castrated or spayed — and for the 
very same reason that black men are castrat- 
ed in Georgia; because "they're a threat." 

Teaching methods also command their 
share of attention 1 "At my school we even 
grade people on how they read poetry. That's 
like grading people on how they fuck. But 
wo do it. In fad, God help me, i do it. I'm 
the Simon Legrec of the poetry plantation. 
Tote that iambi Lift that Spondee}" . 

The solution — organize for freedom. Use 
your power. Get Mr. Charlie. 

Bingo. The axe falls. The article isn't part, 
iculorly good -- it shocks and has little sub- 
stance but then again the University of Wind- 
, sor hasn't been exposed to any such thing 
before. Analytical material will follow — (his 
is an ice-breaker. In any case, what the 
article did was prove itself accurate to some 
extent. 

The blatant use of power by the admin- 
istration does show where second class status 
lies in the university. "Educational repres- 
sion is trickier to fight than racial oppression. 
If you're a black rebel they. can't exile you; 
they either have lo intimidate you or kill 
you. But in high school or college, they can 
just bounce you out of the fold.' And they do. 

"Rebel students and renegade faculty 
members get smothered or shot down with 
devastating accuracy . . . dropping out of 
college for a rebel, is a little like going North, 
for a negro. You can't really gel awdy from 
it so you might as well stay and raise hell." 

; I 

". . . Students like block people hove im- 
mense, unused power, they could, theoretic- 
[ ally, insist 'on participating in their own ed- 
ucation. They could make academic freedom 
bilateral . . . Students could discover commun- 
ity. They could raze one set of walls and let 
life come blowing into the classroom . . . They 
could, they have the power ... For students 
(though) as for black people, the hardest 
battle isn't with Mr. Charlie. It's with what 
Mr. Charlie has done with your mind." 

The article has laid opon to public eye 
what university is all about — not by what 
It says but what it has caused — It's then 
that even simplex analysis becomes substan- 
tiated.

The telegram says the terms "dishonest and reprehensible" 
miijht he actionable in civil courts and "therefore beyond the 
scope of the disciplinary powers of the university". 

Guy made the charges after Preston had sent a letter pro- 
testing unconstitutional actions in the Union to all graduate 
students.

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FRONTIER COLLEGE — upgrading Eskimo education

FROBISHER BAY, N.W.T. (CUP) - Tuesday 
morning a) nine am, twelve Eskimos, books in 
hand, trek across the snow to a small, house In 
Frobisher Bay. 

They are parHclpants in a baste adult educa- 
tion course run by Frontier College in this Baffin 
Island community — one thousand air miles north 
of Montreal. 

Michael Dcnkcr, 'now on leave from his university 
studies, has been running this project for the past 
six weeks. 

Many of Frobisher Bay's adults hâve had almost 
no opportunity for education. "They can no longer 
live by the traditional skills — hunting and trapping, 
says Denkcr, "but they are unprepared for the new 
urban life now available in communities like this one." 

Dcnkcr spends most of his teaching time on baste 
English and arithmetic. "When I first came here I 



was unable to communicate with my basic level stu- 
dents," says Denker. 

He began teaching English to this group. "Wo 
can now talk together in simple English," lie says. 
"This is all the proof I want of initial success." 

Students over 20 

One of his students is the Reverend Noah Nash- 
ook, 52, an Anglican minister from Igloolik. Reverend 
Nashook came down to Frbbislicr specially to lake 
the course. 

Atcheak. 27, from Cope Dorset, and Moscsic 
Jamesic, 28, from Broughton Island, have also travell- 
ed hundreds of miles in order to take part. 

"The other students come from Frobisher Bay," 
says Denker. "The older people tend to have the 
least contact with English. I have divided the class- 
room into two groups: one at a beginning level; the 
other — more advanced." 

Since 1054, the government has greotly expanded 
the school system for children in the eastern Arctic,

but people over 20 have had little opportunity for 
education. 

"One of the purposes of this project," says Den- 
kcr, "is to give these people a basic education to pre- 
pare them for vocational training in the South." 

Most of the students are literate in Eskimo syl- 
lables. So the idea of a written language is not new 
to them. "They catch on very, quickly," says Denker. 

One problem he has encountered is teaching the 
importance of correct word order in English. "Pau- 
loosie from Frobisher, explained to me that in Eskimo 
ynu can place the words of a sentence in almost any 
order so long as you don't leave words out." 

Dcnkcr has also introduced practical science ex- 
periments in the classroom. On one occasion he put 
a container with a warm water and yeast mixture on 
the table. 

"Wc corked it and soon the air-pressure blew the 
cork forcefully to the ceiling. This led to a discussion 
on the usejjif^yc ast in bread. Wc spent Friday at my 
place IcarnlnBfhbw to make bread." 

"Now wc cat home-made bread every morning at 
cuffcc lircak," he says. 

"Attendance has been almost one-hundred per 
cent thus far." says Denkcr, "in spite of some part- 
icular features of Eskimo life. For example last week, 
Kotako, 23, was away for two days. I found out later 
that he was hunting caribou and was lost in a bliz- 
zard." 

What is Frontier College ? 

Frontier College Is a Toronto-based adult educa- 
tion organization. It sends young university graduates 
into communities in northern Canada to work as 
labourers and to teach In their spare time. 

Frontier College Intends to run more special pro- 
jects like this one in Northern Canadian communities. 

Few other organizations arc skilled at teaching 
adults at this basic level. "Frontier College has had 
G7 years of experience In this field to back us up," 
says Dcnkcr. 

Frontier College ran a similar project earlier tills 
year in Frobisher Bay. from February to May. At 
that time. Bob Wide, now .studying for a Master's 
Degree in adult education at tlie University of Toron- 
to, ran the project. 

Four of the studcnt.s in that first course were able 
to proceed to vocational courses in the South. 

The project is financed by the Department nf 
Indian Affairs and Northern Development, which al- 
so pays a living allowance to the students. 

In the evcning.s, Dcnkcr's l)ousc is a second home 
for the students wlierc they can go to do their liomc-- 
work, to watch films, and to talk informally over cof- 
fee. 

Many of the children of the community also crowd 
into Denker's small house. "They like my place." he 
says, "because it has a rug." The children call him 
'MIkec'. 

"I really enjoy the work here," says Dcnkcr, "I 
hope this project will be able to continue and to 
take in more adult students." - 

Frontier College hopes to continue tills project 
when it comes up for renewal in January. 

The first white-man came hero in 1S7G. Martin 
Fnibishcr was looking for gold. He found no gold but 
kidnapped some Eskimos, whom he took back to En- 
gland, where they died. 

"We discussed in class the irony of naming this 
town after Frobisher," says Denker. "My hope is that 

projects like this one can assist the Eskimo to help 
himself and to compete successfully in the modern 
world."
